SPEECH FROM THRONE 
IN ROUMANIA’'S HOUSE 


King Ferdinand Declares Situa- 
tion for His Counti-y 
Is Grave. 


London, Noy. (29.—Kine (Ferdinand 
opened the session of the Roumanian 
parliament in the presence of the 
Crown Prince and the ministers. The 
speech from the throne, says a Buch- 
frest dispatch to Reuter's, referred 
fo the continuance of “the war which 
is drenching he world with blood,” 
and called attention to the fact that 
since the previous session other belli 
ferents had |béen added to the nations 
engaged, 

“This situation,” the king continued 
‘imposes upon us increasing'y the duty 
ef uniting our efforts for the defense 
of Mioumania, You will he called up- 
on to decide various measures and
